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199—3.7(17A,474) Requests for oral presentation.   If an oral presentation is not scheduled by the
board on its own motion, any interested person may file a request for an oral presentation.

3.7(1)  Filing. The time period, as directed by the board, for filing of requests for oral presentation
shall be not less than 20 calendar days after the publication of the notice of rule making in the Iowa
Administrative Bulletin.

3.7(2)  Action on proper request. Within 15 calendar days of the filing of a request for oral
presentation, the board shall determine if the request is in accordance with Iowa Code section 17A.4.
If the board determines that the request complies with section 17A.4, the board shall by written order
schedule oral presentation on the rule making and shall cause a notice of the oral presentation to be
published in the Iowa Administrative Bulletin. The notice shall state the date, time and place of the
oral presentation and shall briefly describe the subject matter of the rule-making proceeding. The oral
presentation on the rule making shall be not less than ten calendar days after the publication of the
notice. The board shall serve a similar notice on the party requesting oral presentation, on any other
persons filing written comments, and on the petitioner, if any.

3.7(3)  Action on improper request. If the board determines that a request for oral presentation does
not comply with Iowa Code section 17A.4, it may by written order deny such request stating the reasons
therefor, or it may, in its discretion, grant the request and schedule an oral presentation.
